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Empref$-Queen wil! be difpofed of in the following 
Manner: In Italy, 21 Regiments of Foot, 4 of Cuiraf- 
fiers, 4 of Dragoons, and 3 of Huffars: In the Auftrian 
Netherlands, 11 Regiments of Foot, 2 of Dragoons, and

4 of Huffars : In Hungary, s Regiments of Foot, 7 of 
Cuiraffiers, and 3 of Dragoons: In Moravia, 3 of Foot, 
2 of Cuiraffiers, 2 of Dragoons, and 2 of Huffars; In 
Bohemia, 8 Regiments of Foot: In Tranfilvanis, 2 of 
Foot and 1 of Cu'saffiers, and 3 Regiments of Foot in 
the Bannat of Croatia, Sclavonia, and the Lower A uftria. 
Thefe Troops make together 104 Regiments, 61 of Foot, 
18 of Cuiraffiers, 14 of Dragoons and 11 of Huffars, in- 
dependently ot the Light Troops of Hungary and the 
neighbouring Provinces. It is thought however, that be- 
fore the Opening of the Campaign there may be a Change 
in this Difpofition, as well as with Regard tothe Officers 
who ure to-comnmand in Chief, of whom a Lift is alfo 
given out. 

Paris, Fan.2t. Letters from Boulogne inform us, that 
the Duke de Richelieu negle@s nothing that may acccle- 
rate the intended Embarkation, but that the Tranfports 
will not put to Sea "till the Arrival of the Breft Squadron, 
which isto convoy them. The Court has fent fre fh Or- 
ders to the Officers at Boulogne, by which the Lord 
Clare is to command the firft Divifion of the Troops de- 
ftin’d to embark, the Duke de Richelieu the fecond Di- 
vifion, and the Lord Tyrconnel the third: The Marquis 
de Crillon is to go a-head of the Fleet with a Detachment 
of 1000 Grenadiers, who, ’tis faid, are deft'n’d to favour 
the Landing. 

Bruffels, Fan. 13. 0.8. Advices from Ghent bring, 
that Letters had been received there from Paris, which 
‘affared, that in a Council of War held at Verfailles, it 


~had been refolved to open the Campaign by the Siege of 


Charleroy, and that the Dire&ion of it would be given 
to M. Phellipes, Lieutenant General; and that Count 
Saxe would command immediately under the King, and 
would have under him an Army of 60,000 Men.

The HISTORY of Europe, 
From the WESTMINSTER FOURNAL. 


Upon the Rhine there is this Year no Appearance of 
an early Campaign, which is expeéted in both the Seats 
of War laff mentioned: For upon the Marching off of 
the Troops under Count Traun for Italy, the French 
Court ordered away a large Divifion of theirs likewife ; 
fo that the next Summer May perhaps determine the Fate 
of Lombardy. 

That the Enemy will endeavour to ftrike fome fud- 
den Blow in the Low Countries, is not to be doubted, 
and Luxemburgh is generally looked upon as the Ob- 
je&t they have chiefly in View: But we ought to fafpe, 
if they can get together a fufficient Army in Brabant and 
Hainault, before the Allies are reinforced, that fomething 
will be effay’d in more Places than one, as their laft de- 
{perate E ffort. 

The Neutrality fo much talk’d of, feems now to be 
no longer deliberated upon by the Dutch, nor expe&ed 
by the French. The former have difcovered, that 
while the Court of Verfailles was flattering them with 
friendly Promifes, it was. actually contriving the Sur- 
prizal of One, and thatthe moft maritime, of their Pro- 
vinces, Zealand. This has alarmed even Dort, where 
the French Intereft has hitherto been moft prevalent, and 
may probably caufe fuch an Union of Councils in the 
Affembly of the States General, that they may attempt to 
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. parts with fome- Diftriéts pertaining to Silefia, that were 


be before-hand with France in a Declaration .of War. 
France has already given : kind of Prologue to hers, in 
the Revocation of the Treaty of Commerce granted to 
the States. 

When Danger comes to be felt, how fuddenly does 
it rouze Men who are blind to it at ever fo little Di- 
ftance! 

Spain, as well as France, is ufing all Means to rein- 
force her Italian Army. They tcil us from Genoa, that 
fhe has cofveyed in the Ports of that Republick, by finall 
Paities, abovt 3006 Foot, aud that 3000 Horfe are now 
marching through France. This Supply of Men, they 

ive out, will inall be increafed to 12,000. But if the 
Soure of Vicnna fends 40,00u, as the promifes, there 
fees little to fear from the three Crowns on that Side, 
while the King of Sardinia continues firm to his Party.

As to the mutual Guarantees, there is this Difference 
between thofe of the Emprefs and the King of Pruffia, 
That the former guarantees, without Exception, ‘all the 
Dominions of the latter, who, upon Return, engages 
for only thofe Dominions of her Imperial Majefty that 
are in Germany. 

His Britannic Majefty, as Ele€tor of Hanover, with 
the Houtes of Heffe-Caflel and Palatine, are included in 
this Treaty, to which the Emprefs of Ruflia and the 
States Gencral are to beinvited to accede, 

His Britannic Majefty farther takes upon himfelf, to 
endeavour to procure the Guarantee not of the States 
General only, but of the Empire, and of the fevera] 
contracting Parties at a general. Peace, 

Nothing is mentioned of the Ceffion of certain Cir- 
cles in Bohemia to the King of Poland, as has been 
talk’d : So that if any fuch Contraé& be made, it mutt 


| be in a private Treaty between the Houfts of Auftria 
| and Saxony.—While we wait to know the Truth of 


this, we have certain Advice that part of the Saxon 
Army is to have Winter Quarters in Bohemia, that 
their own Country may have Room tu recover itklf 
from the late Loffes. 

Twelve thoufand Saxons are a@ually in readinefé to 
march to the Affitance of the Maritime Powers, and 
will be in Motion, as foon as the proper Requifitions 
have becn made to his Polith Majefty. 

Nothing is talked of at Vienna but the Motions and 
Deftinations of ‘Troops, and the Generals that-are to 
command then. They.give us what they call exa&t Litts 
of the Regiments for every Seat of War, and the Names 
of the Commanders: But as they tell us from the fame 
Place, that there will probably be fome Alterations in 
thefe Difpofitions before the opening of the Campaign, it 
may be as Well to.defer our exad Lift till Reports are 
We can only fay with Cer 
tainty at prefent, that Preparations are making on every 
Side, in Italy, in the Netherlands, on the; Mofelle, and 
even on the Rhine, where, tao” moft of the Troops are 
draughted off, they will probably foon be replac’d by o- 
thers, Ficld Marfhal Traun’s Orders for repairing to 
Vienna, being. countermandad, and he having Direétions 
to ftay longer in his prefent S:tuation. , 

The Empire feems to be much in earneft for uniting 
in its own Defence, fome of the Troops being already 
at the Potts affign’d them. The feveral Princes and 
States want no Exhortations on this Subjeé that can be 
given by their new Head. There is at Ratisbon a Talk 
of repairing Philipsburg, and building a more convenient 
Fort in the Room of that of Kehl, over againft Straf- 
burg. Both Philipsburg and Kehl belong to the Empire 
colle@tively, as Barriers againft the Power of France. 

From Italy there isa Report, that the King of Sardinia 





has retaken Afti, and made the French Garrifon Prifon- 
ers of War: But this is thought to merit fome Confirma- 
tion. The Citadel of Milan is not yet befieged, nor 
has Prince Lichtenftein quite abandoned the Banks of the 
Teffino. 
« The French Court ftill difcovers an Inclination to 
«make up Matters with the Dutch, and yet iffues Orders 
as if upon the Eve of a Declaration of War.—— A few 
— more mutt fet us to rights upon this important Sub- 
jet. 

Laft Monday two Ships laden with warlike Stores 
fell down the River to the Nore; and from thence will 
proceed under Convoy to Leith in Scotland.
